THE TORPEDO BOAT ERICSSON. 


Launching of the First War Vessel Built 
on Inland Waters. 


Dusvous, Io., May 13.—The torpedo boat 
Ericsson, the first United States war vessel

The Bie New York Will Arrive at Blue- 
fields To- Morrow. 


Wasnrwectror, D. C., May 12.—The big 
cruiser New York will arrive at Bluedelds to- 
‘morrow. This information was received by 
Acting Secretory of the Navy McAdoo to-day 
in the form of two caDlegrams from Capt. 
Phillips, dated Colon, and stating that the 
vessel had arrived and would sail at once.

Most of 
them did, but a few failed to respond and 
Will probably be called upon to go to Jeffer- 
son City and mak their returas there. 
The board will, with the information it has 
gathered here, return to Jefferson City 
and compile ite final assessments 
and adjustments as far as St. Louis railroad 
terminals and assessments on rolling stock 
are concerned. What the differences will really 
be will be impossible to tell until the assess - 
ments are all made and regularly entered. 

A resolution was passed to have all man- 
@gers of rolling stock companies subpoenaed 
to appear before the board at 2:80 o’clock. 

A recess was then taken until that hour. 

RESULTS OF THE WORK. 

One of the most important effects of the 
present visit of inspection in st. Louis of the 
State Boara of Equalization will be the list- 
ing for taxation of a vast amount of prop- 
erty, belonging to one particular branch of 
commerce, that has hitherto escaped notice. 

_ The property in question is the rolling stock 
of the independent companies which furnish 
cars to the railroad companies. This rolling 
stock has by some oversight escaped the 
assessors of the city, and likewise the State 

Board on its previous visits ot inspection, 
but it is under survey now and will hereafter 
pay its proportion of the taxation. The res- 
ident owners of these cars are the American 
Rapid Transit Co., the Waters-Pierce Oi) 
Co., the Street Palace Cattle Car Co., the St. 
Louis sefrigerator Oar Co. and some others. 
The aggregate value of the rolling 
stock of such concerns subject to taxation 
in this State are some hundreds of thousands 
ot dollars. The board stumbled upon it yes- 
terday and at once instructed the President 
yt the Board of Assessors to summon the 
owners before it to answer to their respective 
holdings, This discovery of the board is de- 
clared to be by far the most valuable to the 
State of any they have made on their rounds 
this year. 

The, Hoard of Equalization has visited, or 
will visit, the cities of St. Louis. Kansas City, 
st. Joseph, Hannibal, Moberly and 
Springfield, defore resuming its sittings 
at Jefferson oity, for the purpose 
of passing uponthe value of any terminal 
improvements that may have been made 
since the last assessment. For the rest of 
the State, the Board will rely upon the 
known mileage, as returned by the county 
officers; but will pay close attention to ad- 
vances in values wherever it has reason to 
Delieve such advances have been made. As 
for St. Louis, the board has found compar. 
atively little new property, although some 
ofthe railroad property has advanced in 
Value. The new Union Depot will not come 
under the jurisdiction of the Boara this year, 
unless, which is highly improbable, it should 
be finished by the first of July. The City 
Assessor will therefore pass upon the values 
ot the structure, and the city will get it 

| taxes on the structure for whatever part of 

the scal year 1s left after the 
depot is in use. Members of the Board 
state that there will be a slight advance in 
the valuations of the railroad property here, 
although they cannot tell what it will 
amount to until they have had their two or 
‘three Weeks’ sittings on the railroad prop- 
erties of the State. It is understood, how- 
ever, that neither the railroad companies’ 
valuations nor the Comptroller's estfmates, 
as given inthe Post-Disratcn of April 16, 
are as high, as far as mileageis concerned, 
as the board figures practically agreed upon. 
In one instance the Oomptroller’s figures 
were doubled and the raliroad’s estimate 
about quadrupled. Of course all that the 


board has done so farinthe way of making 
estimates is subject to revision, andthe g- 
ures may be materially reduced after the 
railroad ple have haa their hearings, and

A DEADLY SALUTE. 


One Officer's Head Blown to Pieces and 
Another’s Arm Torn Of. 


EpInevucsH, May 12.—A terrible accident 
occurred to-day on board the British ar- 
mored cruiser Galatea, twelve guns, Capt. 
Ernest N. Rolfe, C. B., resuiting in the 
death of two officers. 

The Galatea, a twin-screw cruiser of the 
first class, 6,600 tons and 5,500-horse power, 
isthe coast guardship at Queen's Ferry on 
the Firth of Forth, about nine miles from 


this city. A German squadron arrived this 
morning in Queen’s Ferry and the Galatea 
fred a salute to the German fag.
